LABOR NEWS. 


The Knights of Labor General Assembly— 
Miners Strike, 


MINNEAPOLIS, October 11.—The Knights of 
Labor General Assembly this morning ap- 
proved the demand of the local printers for an 
increased scale of wages, and congratulated 
them on the matter having been submitted for 
arbitration. The following are the resolu- 
tions: 

Whereas, It has come to our notice that cer- 
tain newspaper compositors of Minneapolis 
are endeavoring to better their condition bya 
minimum increase of wages, and thatthe job 
printers are seeking the same end by an effort 
to reluce the number of hours of daily toll, 
Therefore, be it 


Resolved, That we deem their demands just 
and equitable, and we commend the action of 
employers and employes in agreeing to settle 
points of difference regarding wages by arbi- 
tration and hope the question of lessening the 
hours of toil will be satisfactorily arranged. 

‘The other business of the morning's session 
was delnyed on account of a motion to sus- 
pend rules to allow calling of the roll of dis- 
tricts and their representatives and assein- 
blies. It was also stuted by the chair that this 
would be the last opportunity the delegates 
would have to present documents, as after to- 
day the convention would move right along 
on routine business to the end. 

A. Carleton presided, as General Master 
Workman Pow derly pronounced bimself tired. 

A letter was read from the State Assembly ot 
Belgium extending congratulations tothe con- 
vention for its straight-forward work and sen- 
timents endorsed. 

The committee appointed several days ago 
to denounce the Baltimore & Ohio deal 
brought in some scathing resolutions and ad- 
vised thata memorial be prepared for signa- 
tures and sent to Congress, in order that the 
question of Government telegraphs might be 
brought before the public. The Committee on 
Mileage was called upon by motion to report, 
as it might suit the convenience of some 
members to return home shortly. Much dis- 
cussion arose, some in. favor of 2, some of 3 
cents per mile. As the constitution provided 
4 cents per mile each way, that was adopted.

THREATEN PRINCE VICTOR, 


The Socialists of Northampton Preparing for 
a Public Demonstration. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, October 11.—A large open-air meet- 
ing of Socialists took place on the Market 
Square, at Northampton, on Sunday morning. 
On the motion of the chairman it was unani- 
mously decided to makeapublic demonstra- 
tion on the occasion of Prince Albert Victor’s 
visit to town next week, for the purpose of 
laying the foundation stone of the 
jubilee annexes of the Northampton 
General Infirmary.

FATAL STOP. 


DISASTROUS COLLISION ON THE CHICAGO 
& ATLANTIC RAILROAD. 


A Fast Freight Daches Into the Chicago 
Express Near Kouth’s Station, Ind.— 
Seven Coaches Burned—The Loss of Life 
Variously Estimated at From Fifteen to 
Twenty-Five—The Same Number of Per- 
sons Reported Injured—Fourteen Bodies 
Recovered From the Wreck. 


Kovts’, Ind., October 11.—The worst hor- 
rors of Chatsworth were duplicated here to- 
day. Dozens of biood-stained, smoke-be- 
grimed dead and dying men, women and chil- 
dren, victims of railroad carelessness and 
biunder, littered the village station -house this 
afternoon, the hotel and every other availa- 
able resting place in the vicinity, while three 
miles westdown the track of the Chicago & 
Atlantic Railway, near a lonely water tank, 
piles of 

FEARFULLY TANGLED DEBRIS 
mark the spot where a collision seldom 
equaled for terrible results occurred. The 
east-bound express that left Chicago last 
night with agreat load of passengers had, 
without a moment's warning, duringa tem- 
porary wait, been smashed into from behind 
by a heavily loaded fast freight, plunging 
madly forward in the darkness, in hurrying 
dressed meat to the market of the seaboard. 
Some part of the machinery of the passenger 
engine had been thrown out of order during 
the run from Chicago. 

A TRIFLING STOP 

at the water-tank would make it all right, it 
was thought, and the stop was accordingly 
made, Suddenly, out of the darkness behind 
came the flash ofa headlight, the rush and 
rattle of many wheels and then a mighty 
crash, just as at ’Chatsworth, the sleeping 
coach now gotinits deadly work. The mas- 
sive frame-work of the sleeper was trans- 
formed intoa huge catapult; pushed merci- 
lessly forward by the freight, 

IT CRASHED INTO THE CARS 
forward, smashing their comparatively light 
timber. and making the work of destruction 
complete. The wreck quickly took fire and 
the sight of the shrieking victims and dancing 
flames was one never to be forgotten. To-day, 
on his bed of agony at the little hotel at 
Kouts’, the engineer of the passenger train 
told the following story of 

THE TERRIBLE DISASTER: 

‘*We passed No. 49 at Boone Grove on time 
and started toward Kouts’. No. 49 pulled out 
of the station less than two minutes behind 
us, when they should have waited much 
longer. When we were well away from the 
town we could see her lights but a little way 
behind. Wewere not running very fast be- 
cause the engine was ‘on one side.’ We had 
brokenan eccentric strap and were 

RUNNING BUT ONE PAIR OF WHEELS, 
having been forced to disconnect tife other 
pair of wheels which were running loose. Of 
course this accident held our speed down a 
little, but we had no idea that the engineer of 
No. 49 would Lave any difficulty in keeping off 
from our heels. The last time I looked be- 
hind there was ample room between us. We 
stopped at the Boone Grove water tanks and 
were there almost a minute before shey struck

A SECOND CHATSWORTH, 


Passengers in the Debris Roasted Alive—Full 
wetalils. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., October 11.-—A private dis- 
patch has been reeeived at the Journal office 
which says: 

Nortu Jupson, Ind., October 11.—Terrible 
railroad accident occurred just west of here 
last night. Fast freight train ran into rear of 
express train. Four or five cars were burned, 
including Pullman sieeper. Fifteen to twenty 
dead and as many injured. 

FIFTEEN KILLED. 

CHICAGO, Ill., October 1l.—An accident oc- 
curred on the Chicago & Atlantic Railway list 
night, near Kouts, Ind., in which it is re- 
ported some fifteen people were killed. A 
fast freight train ran into the rear end of a 
passenger train, telescoping twocars. It is not 
yet known in which direction the passenger 
train was going. Atthe General Office of the 
Chicago & Atiantic Rallway here no informa- 
tion on the subject can be obtained. 

TWENTY-FIVE KILLED. 

Later reports received here are to 
the effect that twenty-five people were killed 
andalarge number of others injured in the 
wreck on the Chicago & Atlantic. The catas- 
trophe occurred at Kouts,a small station filty- 
five miles from Chicago. It is inferred that 
the fated train was the passenger and express 
from the East due in Chicago this morning. A 
relief expedition was quickly and secretly 
organized bythe railroad officials here and 
dispatched to the scene. Other help was to 
be hurried forward as soon as possible. 

NO INFORMATION OBTAINABLE. 

Two passenger trains arrived in Chicago 
early in the morning from the East. It is not 
known which was involved, the officials of 
the company refusing the slightest scrap of 
information. As nearly as can be judged, the 


' horror occurred between 5and6 o'clock this 


morning. 
TEN BODIES RECOVERED 


A telegram received in Chicago at 11:35 a. 


_m. said that ten dead bodies had already been 
| taken from the wreck, and the men conduct- 


ing the ghastly work were unable to say how 


| many other corpses were still inthe debris.

BUKNED BEYOND RECOGNITION.

A stock train following, running on 
special time, crashed into the sleeper, tele- 
scoping the sleeper and four coaches. So far 
fourteen bodies have een taken from the 
wreck. A doctor from Huntington, Ind., is 
the only passenger identified. The rest are 
burned beyond recognition. Twenty-five or 
thirty are wounded. The engineer and fire. 
man on the stock train were badly hurt and 
are not expected to live. 
CREMATED ALIVE. 

W. A. Duncan of Syracuse, N. Y., arrived 
He saw the 
wreck. Eignteen or twenty is the number 
at which he places those kaown 
to have been killed. A numberof these were 
burned before his eyes. A little Bohemian was 
bemmed in, but not reached by the fire and 
saw his father and mother and two sisters 
slowly roasted before his eyes.

There was a doctor on 
the train, Mr. Duncan says, who lost his 
wife and daughter in the ‘trning wreck.

tongues of fire and cremated. The train was 
not taken over the track on which the wreck 
occurred, but switched around, the remains 
of the train being still too hot to move. The 
night was dark, and 
THE SCENE WAS DREADFUL. 
The rear coaches of the passenger train were 
smashed and telescoped so that three occu- 
pied less space than one. The live coal from 
the freight engine ignited the debris under 
which the wounded and dead were lying. 
Before substantial assistance could be render- 
ed thirty people had died. Some were merci- 
fully kilied by the first shock, but many were 
slowly roasted to death. 
FORTY WOUNDED OR BURNED. 

Noone in the Pullman sleeper was hurt. 
The conductor telegraphed to his company 
here that all had escaped before the fire 
reached the car, and none were Injured in the 
collision. No means existed for checking the 
fire, and only after it had burned itself out was 
it possible to do anything for the few 
still alive imprisoned in the debris. 
Forty people were wounded or burned, or 
both. All were on the train when it left Chi- 
cago, but no names were known up to 3:30 
o'clock. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 


The Freight Engineer Responsible for the 
Terrible Disaster. 


CHICAGO, October 11.—A special to the Even- 
ing Journal, from North Judson, Ind., says: 
Another Chatsworth railroad horror oc- 
curred on the Chicago & Atlantic Railroad 
this morning, sixty miles east of Chicago, 
near Kouts station. Seventeen pdssengers 
were killed, and burned up in the wreck, and 
from twenty-five to thirty were more or 
less injured. A heavy fresh meat train tele- 
scoped the evening actommodation train, 
the New Ycvk Express, which leaves Chi- 
cago at7:45 p.m. The accommodation, with 
one baggage-car, two coaches and one gleep- 
er, had stopped atthe water tank for water, 
about one mile west of Kouts, and the freight 
train following crashed into the sleeper, 
telescoping and burning up the entire passen- 
ger train as above stated. Wm. Perry, Aud- 
itor of this (Stark) County, and his wife and 
child were victims of the terridle fire 
which broke out almost immediately after the 


freight train crashed In among the passengers.

A Fatal Stop. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., October 11.—Advices 
from the scene of the wreck on the Chicago & 
Atlantic Railroad are meagre. The train that 
was telescoped had stopped for the Pan 
Handle crossing when afast freight dashed 
intothe rear. The passenger train was the 
express due in Chicago at 8 o’clock and the 
accident occurred at6o’clock. Seven cars in 
all are saidto have been consumed by fire, in- 
cluding a Puliman sleeper. Fifteen persons 
were killed, and the same number injured.

THE EXPLANATION OF THE MYSTERIOUS 
PACIFIC EXPRESS ROBBERY 


By Which the Company Was Supposed to 
Have Lost 834,500—Messenger John B. 
Owen’s Queer Conduct—His Flight and 
Subsequent Arrest Near Chicago—A Case 
Which Baffled the Detectives for Several 
Days—The Value of a Good Reputation in 
a Time of Trial. . * 


Messenger John B. Owen of the Pacific E x- 
press Company is a prisoner in the custody of 
the Pinkerton Detective Agency at Chicago, 
Ill He is held in Neu of $34,500 which 
he is suspected of stealing. For seven 
years Owen had been a messeén- 
ger in the employ of the company, 
making his trips with a regularity that earned 
for him the reputation of being an exception- 
ally steady man. This fact causes all the 
more surprise noW when every circumstance 
concerning t large sum of money points 
suspiciously to him. The theft took place 
Jast night a weck ago, between St. Louis 
and Texarkana, but the developments 
concerning it have been brought to light very 
slowly. Superintendent Fuller of the Pacific 
Express Company, was seen, and said he was 
not prepared to make any statement concern- 
ing the affairs at present. At Owen’s home 
his wife and mother-in-law say they know 
nothing of his present whereabouts. Chief 
of Police Huebler has not been 
notified of any such occurrence. Superin- 
tendent Thos. Furlong of the Railroad 
system says bis force has noconnection with 
the case. Col. R.,S. McDonald, the attorney 
forthe company, states that he was not ad- 
vised of the facts. Notwithstanding this ap- 
parent general inactivity, the company and its 
servants and attaches are working hard to

he one well established fact is that the 
company intrusted Owen with about $40,000 
worth of property, and that $34,500 worth of

Very incorrect statements of the circum- 
stances have been made public. 

The story of tlhe case now engaging the com- 
pany is as follows: 

On last night a week ago, Messenger John B. 
Owen left his wife and baby at No. 836 South 
Eighth street to go out on hisrun for the Pa- 
cific Express company trom St. Louis to Tex- 
arkana over the Iron Mountain route. Atthe 
office of the company he received among 
other packages four parcels containing 
about $34 , 500 consigned by parties 
in thia city to parties in and southof Texar- 
kana. His run extended until Tuesday night, 
‘when he should have delivered the parcels to 
the agent at that point, On-his arrival on 
Tuesday nizht he made no return and deliv- 

way bills. In the absence 
the agent at that point 
advices of any packages 
intended for him anid made no report of the 
fact that he received none until Wednesday 
night when inquiries were received 
FOR MONEY PACKAGES 
of which he had no account. Owen told the 
ent that be was going to see Mr. Aiken, the 
division superintendent, at Dallas, Tex., the 
headquarters of the Texarkana Division, 
He went to Dalias but Mr. Aiken was not at bis 
office that day, leaving a missing link in the 
chain by which the messenger is now being 
traced. On Wednesday night he should have 
returned from Texarkana to St. Louis, but as 
he was not on hand Messenger Griffin was 
iven the car. Before it jeft the 
epot Owen, carrying a small satchel, 
boarded the car and expressed 
his intention of returningto st. Louis. Mes- 
senger Griffith was the only person who saw 
him while on the Texas Express, which arrived 
very late on Thursday night. Owen left the 
train at the Fourth street crossing, taking nis 
his small satchel with him. When the train 
pulled into the Union Depot, Messenger 
Griffith was, according to the story of the train 
bands, dosing in his chair. The messenger 
denied this to Superintendent Fuller. Where 
or how he spent the remainder of Friday 
night is not vet known. By this time the offi- 
ciais began to suspect thatthe Monday night 
shipments had gone wrong, and inquiries 
were already on foot.

This also purported to be from Mr. Tishner, 
and was followed on yesterday by the visit of 
a detective, who asked Mrs. Owen to accom- 
pany him toChicago. She was advised by her 
mother, Mrs. Skidmore, not to venture 
on a journey in her almost pros- 
trate condition, and refused to make the 
journey. No. further messages were re- 
ceived at the house, where a reporter called 
this morning, and was received by Mrs.

People Throng the Streets to Honor Mr. and

&T. PAUL, Minn., October 11.—The sun and 
the Presidentcame out rather late this morn- 
ing and brightened up a hitherto chillv and 
cloudy morning, until it warmed into regular 
Cleveland weather witha Minnesotasharpness 
toit.

The Kast Heard From on the Alleged Wool 
Frauds. 


BosTon, Mass., October 11.—The American 
Wool Keporter in its next issue will say: 
‘*‘The recent decreased imports of wool afford 
the best possible answertothe recent widely 
published sensational article, originating ina 
Western paper, alleging thatthe present de- 
pression in the wool market is due to a gigan- 
tic ring among Eastern manufacturers and 


New York and Boston Custom house offivials, 
who have by undervaluation passed millions 
of pounds of wool through the ports and have 
loaded the market with it. It appears that the 
imports of foreign wools for the eight 
months ending Augnat 31st Into all ports of the 
United States were but 66,276,874 pounds, 
aguinst 85,337,455 for the corresponding period 
of 1886. As for the scoured wool which this 
journal alleges was imported @s ‘‘waste’’ at 
10 cents duty, when it should have been dn- 
tible at 30 cents, the fact is the difficult 

lay in wrong classification. The article whic 

caused the trouble was tech 
nically known as ‘‘ring waste,’’ 
and the Custom house officials were 
deceived by the name and admitted it under 
the 10-cent rate as ‘‘waste’’ until the atten- 
tion of the Treasury Department was called to 
the matter, since which time it has been 
classed as scoured wool, dutiable at 30 cents 
per pound. The manufacturers of New 
Englund and Pennsylvania, whom the West- 
ern paper assails, were mainly instrumental 
in securing the change in classification of

THE BANK SAFE, 


BUT NEWMAN AND FARR GONE UP THE 
COMMERCIAL FLUME, 


The Niobrara Land and Cattle Company 
Makes an Assignmentto Judge Peper of 
Belleville—The Liabilities Nearly Half a 
Million andthe Assete Will Not Pay 50 
Cents on the Dollar—Henry L. Newman 
and Watson B. Farr Ge Down With the 
Wreck—A Montana Blizzard That -De- 
streyed $750,000 Worth of Cattle. 


Banking circles were startled last evening 
by the announcement that Newman & Farr 
had failed. Later it was announced that they 
had not failed, but hadsold out their bank- 
ing businessto Isaac H. Knox. Statements 
on the street were so conflicting, and the 
statements in the columns of a morning paper 
to-day so contradictory and confused, that it 
was sometime before the street could un- 
tangle the matter this morning. When it was 
finally straightened out, it was found that, 
while H. L. Newman and Watson B. 
Farr had probably failed the firm of Newnran 
& Farr had merely.gone out of business in 


asoivent condition. The true inwardness of 
the failure appears about as follows: Newman | 
& Farr were the proprietors of a private bank 
atthe stock yards in East St. Louis, lll. This 
bank did a large amount of business with cat- 
tlemen. It frequently had $500,000 out in 
loans. Cattle loans are in one respect the 
most unsatisfactory loansa bank can make. 
They pay a good interest, and when the maker 
of a note has the money to pay it with 
there is no _ difficulty. about’ collecting; 
but the security is uncertain. In ad- 
dition to their banking interest Newman 
& Farr had a large cattle interest. They, with 
k.S. Newman, a brother of H. L. Newman, 
owned about all the stock in the Niobrara 
Land and Cattle Company, a company incor- 
porated under the lawsof Illinois and owning 
a cattle range in Montana. Mr. Newman and 
Mr. Farr each had other business interests, 


Mr. Newman being one of the holders of Gas 
Trust certificates and recently elected Secre- 
tary and Tieasurer of the Trust. 
THE FAILURE 
Newman & Farr, cattle owners, 
sufferers by the severe winter 
of 1886-87. It is understood tuat they lost 
most of the:r stock in Montana. This em- 
barrassed them considerably as cattlemen. 
The firm of Newman & Farr, bankers, was | 
a private concern, and as such might be held 
liable for the cattle debts of Me«srs. Newman 
& Farr. The bank bad loaned out a large 
amount of money on cattle notes, which in 
the present condition of the money market 
were noteasily negotiable. It. would be diffi- 
cult, therefore, to pay off the depositors ofthe 
bank on short notice and a failure might en- 
danger thr interests of the depositors. 
Messrs. Newman and Farr, cattle men, were 
contemplating an assignment. To guard 
axvainstany attachment ofthe assets of the 
bank by the creditors of the cattle company, 
Newman and Farr arranged a sale of the bank- 
ing business to Isaac H. Knox, who assumed 
all liabilities. The terms ofthis sale are not 
known. Itis stated, however, thatto mako 
good the accounts of depositors, Mr. Newman 
and Mr. Farr mortgaged their residences in 
Vandeventer place to Mr. Yesterday 
Mr. Knox opened an acconut with the 
Mechsnics’ Bank on Fourth and Pine 
streets, and notified other banks thut all cer- 
titied checks of Newman & Farr would be 
honored atthe Mechanics”. The other banks 
generally took the checks receiyed down to 
the Mechanics’ Bank, where they were duly 
honored. There was some surprise on the 
street at this uction of Newinan & Farr, but 
the cause of it was not known until late in the 
evening, when it was learned that they had 
sold their business to Mr. Knox. The general 
impression then was that Mr. Knox would 
continue the business only long enough to 
settle up Newman & Farr’s affairs.

estimated at $250,000; its liabilities will amount 
to over $3550 , 000. Its creditors are 
banking houses in the East and | 
in this city. The indebtedness is so 
distributed that it will probably not affect any 
of the sufferers seriously. It is possible that 
the Niobrara Company will not pay more than 
25 cents. It may pay as much as 50 cents, but 
it is not considered likely, The losses of the 
company were sustained during last winter, 
when hundreds of thousands of cattle were 
killed by Montana blizzards. 

A year ago the Niobrara Cattlo Company 
owned 39,000 head of cattle on one of the finest 
ranches in Montana. Atthis time Mr. Newman 
and Mr. Farr retused $1,000,000for the property 
of the company. Duriny the severe winter it | 
was known that a large number of cattle 
bad been frozen to death, but when 
in June the rounding of the 
Niobrara Company showed only 9,000 cattle 
left the owners refused to beltewe that the 
rest had died. They lived in the hope that the 
cattle had strayed, and thatthe next round-up 
would show a much larger number. 

Last month there was another round-up. It 
proved conclusively that the 380,000 head of 
cattle missing before had really perished 
during the winter. This settled the business 
of the Niobrara Company. It was only a ques- 
tion of time when the company, insolvent as 
it was, would haveto go to the wall. Yes- 
terday’s assignment was the beginning of the 
last chapter of the Niobrara story. 

VARIOUS OPINIONS. 

Jno. C. Orrick, attorney for Newman & Farr 
in the transfer of the Stockyards Bank, said 
this afternoon: ‘‘The creditors of the bank 
were paid to-day, dollar for dollar. There 
was about $200,000 on deposit. Mr. Knox will 
continue the business. Whether or not he. 
will continue it after the affairs of the old con- 
cern are wound up I cannot say, but I 
should think he would. The business is a good 
one.. Mr. Newman and Mr. Farr would never 
have given itup if they had not been obliged 
to doso. Mr. Newman and Mr. Farr are large 
endorsers of the paper of the cattle company, 
and their fortunes are involved in the failure 
ot that concern; they did. everything they 
could to protect the depositors of the bank.’’

THE NEW TRIPLE ALLIANCE.

WHO VOTED BLACK? 


THE QUESTION WHICH 18 PUZZLING THE 
HENDRICKS ASSOCIATION TO-DAY. 


Comptroller Campbell Says He Did Not 
Want to Join the Association and Does 
Not Believe in its Purposes—But Some- 
body Proposed Him, and the Associu 
tion ‘‘Jumped Onto Him’ With Both 
Fecot—Dave Caruth Tells the Story in 
Sorrow—A Tale of Woe.

ACQUITTED AND MAEBRIED. 


The Romantic Climax of a Murder Trial in 
Mississippi. — 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcn. 
COFFEEVILLe, Miss.. October 11.—The Clr- 
cuit Court of Calhoun County, recently con- 
vened, has bad the climax of a romance at the 
close of its session. The last case on the 
. docket was that of the State against Robert 
| and Simon Woodward, who were indicted for 
the murder of Archie Dougiass, an old man 
who lived eight miles east of this place on the 
Vanns Mill road. In June of last year Bob 
Woodward, a youth 20 years of age, began 


paying court to Alice Dongiass, a niece 
of Archie Douglass, who was killed. 
He soon gained her affection, and 
the two, nand-in-hand, approached 
the uncle, asking hig consent to an early mar- 
riage. Douglags immediately flew into a pas- 
sion and ordered the young man to leave the 
house, saying at the same time: ‘‘Bob Wood- 
ward, I have told you never to darken my 
door again, and you heed my words, for if 
ever yeu attempt to see or have any com- 
uniagtion with Alice, I'll shoot you on 
sight.’’ 

his was a total surprise to the young 
couple, who had anticipated no trouble in 
gaining the old man’s consent. An elopement 
was soon planned. The young lover, accoin- 
panied by his brother Simon and a friend, 
came to town on the 26th of August, secured a 
marriage license, and, waiting until night, 
rode out to Douglass’ residence. On near- 
ing the gave the signal 
agreed as no answer was 
returned Simon, his brother, volunteered to 
creep around to the girl’s window and see 
what was the matter, The young man had not 
taken a dozen steps before Archie Douglass 
stepped fromthe shadow of the house, and, 
without speaking, presented a double-bar- 
reled shotgun full at his breast and pulled the 
trigger. The gun missed fire, and before 
Douglass could try the other barrel the young 
man had drawn a revolver and senta bul- 
let through his head. Dougiass sank to the 
ground dead, and the young men mounting 
their horsesrode back to town and surren- 
dered themselves to the Sheriff. When 
Court came on a change of ven- 
ue was taken to Cathoun County.

A NEW COMBINE, 


The Principal Sugar Refiners Arranging to 
Form a Trust, 


NEw YORK, October 11.—The Sun says: For 
a number of months pastthe principal sugar 
refiners of this country have been negotiating 
the formation or a trust similar to Standard 
Oil Trust and the American Cottonseed Oil 
Trust. The matter has been conducted with 
the greatest secrecy. It is krown that one of 
the recent hitches was over the valuation 
that should be put upon someof the plants 


that were to go into the combination, and 
another source of anxiety has been the atti- 
tude of one of the =tlarge refining 
concerns outside of this city. As is well 
known the great bulk of the sugar refining 
business of the country is centered in this 
city. The two out-of-town firms that have 
been considered desirable allies are Harrison, 
Frazier & Co. of Philadelphia, and Nash, 
Spuulding & Co. of Boston. The last named 
bas shown a good deal of reluctance about 
going in, and, so far as can be learned, has 
not committed itself in the matter. Itis sug 
gested that if any one of the firms wanted to 
stay outof the combination and makean al- 
liance with Claus Spreckels, who has practi- 
cally a monopoly of the sugar business of the 
Pacific Coast, they could make the combina- 
tion very weary. 

It is suguested inthe tradethat the com- 
bination may never take such a form as to fur- 
nish the public evidence of its existence, for 
the reason that a formally organized trust 
would at once attract attention, to a noth- 
ing of antagonism that might resuit in the 
abolition of the duty on — This would 
leave the combine in asad plight, as the bus- 
iness is largely dependent upon the protec- 
tion the duty by keep- 
ing out foreign 
important protection 
ness, is shown by the beliefin the trade that 
these interested in forming the combination 
have been influenced largely by a proposed 
reduction in the draw-back allowed upon 
sugars refined here and exported, from 2 6 
cents to 2.4 cents. It is estimated that the 
combined resources of the concerns mentioned 
would represent fully $50,000,000 of capital.

A PETKIFIED FisH, 


The Valuable Specimen Secured in Oregon 
by a Boston Man. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

BosTor, Mass., October 1l.—In May last Mr. 
Luther F. Brooks of the firm of Brooks & Pike, 
diamond merchants and mounters, -came 
across a petrified fish in Oregonand purchased 
it ofa mau who had just brought it down from 
the mountains. The finder said it came out of 
aledge on top of the mountain near Portland 
about 3,000 feet above the level of the sea. 


The stone from which it was obtained came off 
in layers. Atthetime Mr. Brooks purchased 
it the tail of the fish could be seen and 
that wae all. He set to work 
removing the rock that covered the remain- 
der of the fish. He worked carefully and slow. 
ly for several hours a day for 6ix weeks, and 
wus rewurded by obtaining a fine speciinen of 
a petrified fish that is probabiy thousands of 
yeurs old. The fish is about 17% inches long 
and six inches throagh the widest or thickest 
part. The outlines of the tail are perfect and 
the small rib bones are as distinct as though 
they bad just been piaced there. The upper 
and lower fins are also Day seen, 
and the head has retaine its shape. 
The vertebral column te also clearly defined. 
The stone proper is of a light grayish tint, 
forming an excellent relief or background for 
the dack color of the fish.

An Interesting Chapter inthe Early Career 
of Jay Gould, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Drsrarcn. 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., October 11.—The news 
thatthe Western Union Telegraph Company 
has swallowed up the Baltimore & Ohio organ- 
ization and the fact that Jay Gould is the head 
and front of the latter company, recall to peo- 
pie here the time, less than thirty years ago, 
when Jay Gould wasa bankrupt and perfectly 
penniless neighbor.

“A GOOD CLUB.” 


The Verdict of Capt. Hanlon on the 
Champion Browns. 


Records of the Players in the National 
League for 1887. 


Caruthers’ Great Work Against the Big 
Sluggers From Detroit—What Capt. 
Hanlon Has to Say About Our Browns— 
The Double Umpire System a Success— 
The Gamesto Be Played Under Associa- 
tion Rules—Notes, News and Gossip of 


the Great Games. 


Itis a good thing that the members of the 
Detroit team are one of the most modest, quiet 
set of men engaged inthe base ball business, 
else they would have been sorely perplexed to 
explain their defeat yesterday. Whatever 
speculations they may have indulged in pri- 
vately asto the St. Louis Club being easy 
marks fortheir big sluggers, they took care 
not to express themselves openly on the sub- 
jectand confined their remarks to expres- 
sions like ‘‘We'lltry,’’ ‘‘We hopeto,’’ ‘‘We 
think we can bat it out,’’ and other mild 
ideas. Their position was not, there- 
fore, of the peculiarly unpleasant kind 
in which Anson was placed when 
the Browns beat him last year. 
But if the Detroits themselves wisely saved 
themselves from chagrin, thelr friends did 
not, and these latter were placed inthe atti- 
tude of boasters and braggarts who were 
simply beaten out at every point, and, there- 
fore, hud absolutely nothing to say. 

The Browns played perfect, ideal base ball. 
There were no errors; no passed bails, no 
wild pitches. The only thing which marred 
the absolute perfection of the game which the 
champions of the world played yesterday was 
a base on balls, popularly called a ‘‘pha) pm 
hit,’’ which Caruthers gave to Getzein. 

The Browns have played this kind of ball 
before, but yesterday they were a dream. 
They astonished their friends. 

They came out on the great green fleld look- 
ing bright, confident, full of resolve and de- 


termination. 

The Yetroits came out slowly. They were 
stiff and rheumatic looking, as though they 
had lost all hope before the game began. 

The Browns ran like reindeer, and seemed 
as though they could not hit hard enough to 

' guit themselves. 

Caruthers pitched like acatapult from the 
jump tothe finish. His curves were wide, his 
command was almost magical, and his speed 
was all that eould be desired. The infelders 
were all alive, and the outfielders were just in 
the very spot they were wanted. 

But the Detroits! They were helpless. 
Their boasted slugging abilities vanished into 
thin air before 

CARUTHERS’ MASTERY 

with the ball, and they limped along to first 
base like old soldiers whose bones had been 
broken in the war of the Revolution. They 
protested manfully against the banquet of 
go08e eggs Which the Browns served up, but 
the Browns were overstocked with eggs and 
insisted on feeding them to the great Wolver- 
ines. 

The St, Louiscrowd of cranks yelled them- 
selves hoarse. The Detroit crowd: held their 
peace anc muttered between their blue lips 
repressed curses on their heavy batters with 


the little man with ‘‘heart disease’’ in the 
box. Likewise on Robinson with his‘ ‘broken 
band’’ and ‘‘blood-poisoning.’’ The univer- 
sal verdict of Detroit after the game was: 

‘*For cripples they put up an awlul game.’’ 

WHAT DETROIT SAYS. 

When the game was over the Detroits came 
away from the ball field feeling blue in mind 
and looking blue inthe face. They ate their 
supper atthe Lindell Hotel and the, steak, 
though nice and juicy, seemed tostick in their 
throats, Oneof the waiters asked three of 
them in what style they wanted their eggs 
cooked. His funeral announcement will be 
madeindue time. After supper they came 
down-stairs, lit cigars and walked around the 
lobby with their hands stowed away in their 
pockets, They wanted to talk about the 
weather, the theaters and the changes in St. 
Louis since here last year, but when anybody 
Said ‘‘say’’ with @ glitter in his eye, they 
walked away. 

Capt. Hanlon was aitting ina big rocking 
chair and his dreamy brown eyes hung witha 
soulful expression on an electric lamp. 

‘‘Hanion,’’ he was ashed, ‘‘what do you 
think of the Browns now that you’ve seen 
"em play?’’ 

“I think they’re a very good club; don’t 
you?’’ said he in his aristocratic way, and 
then he lapsed into silence. 

’ “*In what do you think Caruthers’ strength 
es?’’ 

**Caruthers is a mighty fine pitcher. He has 
good curves and bis command of the ball is 
superb. ‘There are plenty of pitchers as 
speedy as he, but there are few who 
are as gracetul in their movements. 
He pitched a beautiful game andI know that 
everything Icracked at came right over the 
plate. At the same time, I think that the 
Browns played an awfully lucky game of hall 
and that we played an unlucky game. Don’t 
you know that Broutners being out conrused 
and rattiedusallup. He is one of our hardest 
hitters and we depended greatly on him to help 
usout. Then our errors were costly and the 

round suited them to a dot. Some of those 

unts were not altogether skill but luck. We 
should have got tiem without any trouble 
whatever, but we did not.’’ 

Big Dan Brouthers sat by smiling while Han.- 
lon Was speaking. When he finisbea Brouth- 
ers arose and, timping away, said: ‘‘We’ll 
beat you sure nexttime.’’

Poor little Aimee! She passed away in 
Paris, Monday, and Tuesday’s newspapers 
knew so little about her that the tidings 
of her death was the sum of the story 
they laid before their readers. Probably 
some reminiscences of the lively song- 
stress will appear in print in a week or so. 
She was born forty-three or forty-four 

ears ago, in the South of France—in 

arseilles, I believe—and her real name 
was Marie Aimee ‘Tronchon. She was 
educated for opera comique, but, having 
discovered that this branch of the lyric 
art was not remunerative, she drifted 
into opera bouffe. After playing in the 
Proviuces, she went to South America 
remained there three or four years, an 
finally returned, with $0,000 worth 
of diamonds, to Paris. There 
she created the principal role in ‘‘Les 
Brigands,” at the Varieties, and was suc- 
cessful, although she never was regarded 
as a boulevard attraction. I never could 
understand why, for in those days Aimee 
had a pleasant voice, and was a good 
singer, @ clever actress, and a pros? 
woman. Since 187i she had been before 
the American public. She was imported 
by James Fisk, Jr., and Stern, the well 
known speculator in gas stocks, whose 
genuine patronymic was Otto Moses, first 
burned incense and brought wealth to her 
shrine. A oun man about 
town, whose disposition was as jo- 
vial as his name, was Stern’s 
successor, and then a Cuban gambler 
stepped in, and wore for a while the lady’s 
colors. Aimee’s last caprice proved her 
ruin. After she had accumulated about 
$250,000 she fell in with a bright young 
actor named Darcy, and took up with 
him. Darcy accompanied her to Paris, 
bought a little house in the Avenue Victor 
Hugo, leased two theaters, one in Brus- 
sels and the other in Rouen, and ulti- 
mately beggared his innamorata. All 
this is now ancient history. The man 
about town still lives, but Fisk, Stern,the 
Cuban gambler, and Darcy have gone 
over to the majority long since, and now 
Aimee has followedthem. Vale!

Electric heat indicators are valuable 
means of preventing spontaneous com- 
bustion at sea. They consist of thermom- 
eters, incased and es by iron tubes, 
provided in a well-known manner with 
platinum wires,and connected to a system 
of electric bells and indicators on deck. 
These thermometers are distributed 
among such dangerous cargoes as coal, 
cotton, etc., liable to spontaneous com- 
bustion. Should any undue heat arise in 
any part of the cargo, the mercury in the 
thermometers will rise, make contact with 
the platinum wires, and give an instan- 
taneous alarm on deck, at the same time 
indicating the exact spot where such dan- 
gerous heat may exist. 


To make artificialice: Take a cylin- 
drical earthen vessel, pour three and one- 
third ounces of commercial sulphuric acid 
and one and three-quarter ounces of water 
into it, and then add one ounce of powder- 
ed sulphate of soda. In the center of this 
mixture place a smaller vessel containing 
the water to be frozen; then cover the 
vessel, and, if possible, revolve the whole 
with a gentle motion. In a few minutes 
the water in the small vessel will be con- 
verted into ice. The same mixture can be 
used a second or third time for making a 
block of ice. The operation should, -— 
sible, be performed ina cool place— a 
cellar, for example.

A Peace-Loving People Among Whom Many 
Veculiar Customs Prevail. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

he history of the Amish in the Cones- 
to, a Valley is interesting. There are an 
off hoot from the Mennonites, founded in 
Al& ce by Jacob Amman in the year 1653. 
Thar special tenets were plainness in 
dresi, absolute separation from the ex- 
communicated and washing of feet. They 
came into this valley from the little settle- 
ment in the Blue Mountains, found ita

Proofs That the Monster Animals Exist in 


Alaska. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., October 11.—For sev- 
eral years scientists have been greatly inter- 
ested In stories that have come from Alaska, 


tending to shake their faith in the belief that

the mastodon is an extinct animal. 


of which, from a zoological point of view, can 


mot be overestimated, is furnished by the 
Free Press, published at Juneau, Alaska,a 
wopy of which has just reached thiscity. The 


editor of that paper says: 
‘*In conversation with D. H. Summers, for- 


merly of Denver, Colo., who came out this fall 


with a party of miners from Forty Mile 
Creek, we learned that the existence of living 
miustodons was not the mere fabrication 
of Northern furriers, but that the Stick In- 
dians had positively told him that such ani- 
mals had been seen by them. Oneof the In- 


dians said that while hunting one day in that 


unknown section he came across an immense 
track sunk to a depth of several inches in 
moss. It much resembied an elephant track, 
but was larger round than abarrel. The In- 


dian followed up this curious track, which to | 


all appearances was very fresh, tracking from 
one immense stride to another a distance of 
some miles, when be came in full view of his 
game. The hunter gave one look, then turned 
and fied. These Indians, asa rule, are the 
bravest hunters. With no other weapon than 
their epear, they will attack and kill a 
zzly, but the Immense proportions of 
his new style of game both startied and 
\filled the hunter, brave ashe was, with great 
fiear. He described it as being larger than 
Fost Trader Harper's store, with great shin- 
ing yellowish tusks and a mouth large enough 
to swallow him atasingle guip. He said the 
animal was doubtless similar to those which 
furnished the immense bones scattered over 
that section. If such animals are now in ex- 
istence, and Mr. Summers has po reason to 
doubt the veracity of the Indlat, as other In- 
dians and also Mr. Harper confirmed it, they 
inhabitasection very high In altitude, but 
rarely visited by human beings.

On Forty Mile Creek bonescan be 
found projecting partly from the sand and 
among the driftwood of the stream onthe 
ereek below this, the skeletons are also quite

Last year she 
lived in the Boulevard Beanmarchais, with 
a compahion who called herself Comtesse 
de Bojssier, Baronne de Beauregard or Mar- 
guise de Clemenca, and whose real name 
is Henrietta Boissy, a cocotte of the commer- 
cial type, who used to keepa house at Paris 
where you drank tea, played baccarat and 
placed a louis undera candlestick each time 
you took the cards. Mme. Limousin also has 
a husband, an adventurer of smaller 
caliber. This trio carried on the busi- 
ness of an ‘‘influence agency,’’ for 
the benefit of persons desiring employment in 
ministries, promotions, Government con- 
tracta, etc. Well in view in the drawing- 
room were visiting cards of eminent political 
personages, on which were written a few 
words, cards and writing being forged if 
necessary. The dupes on entering were 
struck by this scene and the first interview 
ended bya deposit, destined to grease the 
palms of the Ministers, Senators, Deputies 
and other notabilities with whom Mme. Limou- 
sin professed to be onthe bestof terms. In 
reality Mme. Limousin and the ‘‘Comtesse’’ 
passed their time writing politicilans—notably,

of service and propositions of 


A MOST COMPROMISING CHARACTER. 

Both M. Thibaudin and Gen. Boulanger finally 
warned the trio, through the police, to cease 
their maneuvers. Then Mme. Limousin and 
the Countess quarreled, and the former re- 
moved to a gorgeous suite of rooms in the 
Avenue Wagram, where she continued her 
agency and entered into relations with Gen. 
Caffarel, an officer who was overwhelmed 
with debts and had no longer any sense of 
honor or decency. ~ The Countess, firstof all, 
denounced her former accomplice to the po- 
lice. Then followed complaints from various 
sources, and at length the police proceeded to 
watch Mme, Limousin, thinkingit wassimply 
a question of oneofthose innumerable flash 
agencies which abound in Paris, that paradise 
of adventurers. The inquiry led further than 
was expected. A detective sent to entrap 
Mme. Limousin was taken by her to 
the Ministry of War and intro- 
duced to Gen. Caffarel, to whom the 
detective handed a sum of money in return for 
which it was understood he would receive the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor.

THE “EVENING WORLD” 


A Success Unprecedented in the History of 
Journalism, 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DisPATCH. 

NEW YorK, October 11.—The EVENING 
WORLD made its first appearance yesterday 
afternoon, and its success was unprecedented 
in the history of journalism. The circulation 
of this first issue was 111.410 copies. The pa- 
per appeared in complete and perfect form. 
The supply to dealers was uniform and con- 


stunt, and every mail was duly reached, the 
unrivaled mechanical department of the 
WORLD responcing fully to the extraordinary 
demands made upon it. Thq@ newspaper, 
filled withnew and unique features, seemed 
to have met in every respect the best expecta- 
tions of the reading vublic, so much so indeed 
that newsdealers and newsboys found that 
their orders had not been sufficient to meet the 
demand. Copies of the first issue commanded 
an actual premium up-town asthe afternoon 
wore on. ‘This first issue was awaited by the 
newsdealers, a3 wellas Dy the general read- 
ing public, with an eagerness wrich has had 
no parallel in the history of newspapers in 
this city, either morning or evening. An 
hour or so beiore the issuance of an afternoon 
paper, the news boys and girls gatherin the 
neighborhood of the office, buy their checks 
and stand in line waiting for the edition to 
make its appearance. Back of the Wor.Lp 
building is a narrow street about 15 feet wide 
running trom Beekman to Ann atreet, and 
known as Theater alley. It wns at the alley 
entrunce of the building that it was decided 
to distribute the EVENING WORLD, and 
a staging running the entire width of 
the building, reached by a short 
flight of stairs at each end, 
had been erected from which the newspaper 
people were to receive the d-fferent editions 
as faust us they were printed. About1l o'clock 
nen, women, boys and girls began to crowd 
into Theatre alley. There was also a gather- 
ing of carts and wagons to be used in carrying 
immense bupvdles of the papers to distant 
points of the city, and to Brooklyn and Jersey

Uut into 
Beekman street stretched the line. Park row, 
too, was biack with them. Beekman street 
pavements accommodated two of them to the 
square foot and the boys fought for dear life for 
the opportunity to thrust their checks through 
the windows in the counting-room, Police 
Captain Webb with Officers Patrick Davitt and 
Martin Kehoe were busy trying to arrange in 
line the people that were waiting to buy the 
paper. Still, it was a good-natured crowd and 
the police seemed to enjoy the occasional 
rush. It was now 3:30 and Beekman asatreet 
from Nassauto Park row was one blockade. 
Theater alley was a mass of wagons, men, 
women, boys, girls and police officers. The 
crowd was becoming restiess and several per- 
sons were made tociimb uponthe platform 
upon which the EVENING WORLDS were to be 
handed through the windows from the press- 
rooms. At3:40acry went up ‘‘Here itis; she’s 
up, she’s up,’’ and a grand scramble was 
made for the stairs leading to the platform.
